Cemetery tour connects Grayling with its history

The dead walk. Sort of. Last 
Saturday, several of Crawford 
County’s most prominent histor- 
ical figures returned from the 
grave, not to wreak havoc, but to 
help the community get in touch 
with its past.

Project Fresh program 
offered to area seniors

An. initiative, aimed to put 


‘fresh fruits and vegetables on 


the tables and in the bellies of 
Crawford County seniors, has 
received a Grade A from state 
officials. 

Senior Project Fresh, which 
stands. for Farmers Resources 
Expanding and Supporting 
Health, provides vouchers to 
seniors to buy fruits and veg- 
étabies at farm markets and 
road side stands. 

In Grayling, the Crawford 
County Commission on Aging 
and the Crawford County 
Michigan State University 
Extension office have teamed 
up to provide the program for 
the second year in a row. 

Under the program, seniors 
60-years-old and older, with an 
income of $1,604 per month 
for one person or $2,159 per 
month for.two persons, are eli- 
gible to receive up to $20 to 
buy fresh fruits and vegetables. 

The vouchers are made avail- 
able from June 1 through Oct. 
31. They can be used to buy 
products from Michigan farm- 
ers or other Midwest states. 
Foods, such as jams, jellies, 
cider, maple syrup, meats, eggs 
and cheese, which are 
processed after coming from 
the farm, are not eligible to be 
purchased through the pro- 
gram.

Crawford County boasts a 97 


percent redemption rate for the 
vouchers given to seniors, 
which is the highest rate in the 
state, 


“I think this shows that many - 


seniors are seeking help getting 
fresh fruits and vegetables and 
need help to supplement the 
food they are buying to make it 
a part of their diets,” said Linda 
Cronk, the MSU Extension 
director for Crawford County. 

The vouchers can be used at 
Jim’s Farm Market and at the 
City of Grayling’s Farm 
Market. Officials are working 
to include the farm market run 
at Wellington Farm USA for 
the program next year. 

Betty Bokhart, the owner of 
Jim’s Farm Market, said she is 
pleased to accommodate the 
seniors utilizing the program, 

“It’s the best thing that could 
happen to these people,” 
Bokhart said. “A lot of them 
can’t afford to buy too many 
things and this gives them the 
opportunity to buy fresh pro- 
duces instead of eating out of a 
can all the time.” 

Bokhart said many seniors 
come to Jim’s Farm Market in 
groups to buy canning sup- 
plies, fruits and vegetables. 

“This is another outing for 
them,” Bokhart said.

Like many green thumbs who 
will soon be taking the final har- 
vest from their flower and veg- 
etable gardens, 
Grayling is wrapping up a pro- 
gram encouraging people to 
maintain rain gardens to protect 
the quality of the AuSable River. 

In May, city and Huron Pines 
officials established an adopt-a- 
rain garden program in an effort 


to beautify the community and to . 


help protect the water quality of 
the AuSable River. 0 1)" 
"Rain gardens were created to 
allow .stormwater that flows off 
the city streets to naturally filter 
back into the groundwater and to 
be used by the plants in the gar- 
dens, thereby keeping pollutants 
out of the AuSable River. 

The: city received a $758,000 
grant through the state's Clean 
Michigan Initiative program, 
which was administered by the 
Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ), 
for the stormwater diversion 
project. Additional funding for 
the $1 million project came from 
numerous Trout Unlimited, con- 
servation and angler organiza- 
tions, 


the City of - 


City officials encouraged resi- 
dents on the south side of the 
community, where 86 rain gar- 
dens were created as part of the 
city's stormwater project, to vol- 
unteer to help maintain and beau- 
tify the areas. 

To date, 23 rain gardens locat- 
ed by people’s homes have been 
adopted. An additional 17 rain 
gardens have been converted 
back into grass, which are 
mowed as part of the regular 
maintenance done by city 
Department of ‘Public Works 
employees. 

City and Huron Pines officials 
are bringing an end to the adopt- 
a-Tain garden program since the 
DEQ is closing out the adminis- 
tration of the grant for the proj- 
ect. 

Of the remaining 69 rain gar- 
dens, residents and seniors living 
in the apartments by the Grayling 
Senior Center will be urged to 
maintain them or they will be 
converted into grassy areas. 

“We're hoping to find more 
people to do the same because it 
can be a nice attraction for that 
part of the community,” Grayling 
City Manager David Thayer said. 

Thayer said that officials may 


have over saturated the amount: 
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of rain gardens for the project. 
Also, rain gardens were put by 
rental units, where it was unclear 
if the landlords or the tenants 
would maintain the property and 
rain gardens, Drought condi- 
tions, and the overgrowth of 
weeds after the rain gardens were 
created two years ago, also creat- 
ed issues with the aesthetics of 
the rain gardens. 

Thayer said those lessons 
would be shared with communi- 
ties across the country looking at 
Grayling’s project to address 
stormwater, Pa 

“A lot of good things have hap- 
pened and a lot has been 
learned,” Thayer said. “They can 
learn from what we have done 
and they won't have to go 
through those same struggles.” 

Jennifer Muladore, an ecolo- 
gist for Huron Pines who assisted 
city residents with replanting and 
maintaining the rain gardens, 
hopes that more people will 
come forward to help as they 
learn more about the long term 
benefits for the AuSable River. 

“Even though the project is 
over, the benefits are still going 
to keep going on forever,” 
Muladore said. “I'm hoping that 
people will see how nice some of 


St. Mary’s Parish looks back on 100 years

Most things deteriorate in old 
age, There are, however, a few 
notable exceptions. St. Mary’s 
Parish celebrated its 100th 
anniversary last weekend. A 
look at the history and current 
state of the parish reveals that 
time has been quite favorable to 
Grayling’s Catholic church. 

The roots of the parish actual- 
ly appear close to 130 years ago, 
when St. Mary’s was founded in 
188] as a mission of the Bay 
City parish. Fr. Francis X. 
Shulak was its first pastor. The 
diocese of Gaylord was formed 
the next year. 

In 1885, the first church was 
built at the current site, but the 


building’s role within the diocese 
was still in flux. In 1887, the 
church became a mission of St. 
Joseph’s parish in West Branch. 

On Sept. 8, 1908, St. Mary’s 
of Grayling finally became its 
own independent parish, with Fr. 
Reiss designated as its first resi- 
dent pastor. This date is consid- 
ered to be the official anniversary 
of the local Catholic church. 

A century later, Grayling 
parishioners celebrated the 
anniversary with guided tours of 
the parish grounds. These tours 
were open to the public. They 
even managed to bring a piece of 
their history to life. Sr. Mary 
Elizabeth Naughton, the first 
principal of St. Mary’s 
Elementary School, was on hand 


to introduce parishioners and 
guests to a crucial part of the 
church’s past. 

These activities served as more 
than a reminder of the past. They 
were a reminder of just how far 
the church has come. 

Three years ago, the parish 
completed a massive expansion 
and renovation to their church 
building, more than doubling its 
size and costing $2 million. By 
contrast, the building seated 
fewer than 300 people during the 
first half of the 20th Century.

VEEP PICKS — There’s little 
doubt that John McCain’s choice 
of Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin as vice 
presidential running mate is 
responsible for most of his tick- 
et’s sudden surge. 

I agree with many national 
writers that Ms. Palin’s choice is a 
big gamble for the Republican 
ticket. It certainly commands the 
national political spotlight for 
now, largely because so much is 
not known about her.

That’s not true of Sarah Palin, 
which is part of her mystique that 
makes her so appealing to

She has described herself as ‘“‘a 
pit bull with lipstick,” equivalent 
to a hockey mom. Some people 
like that. 

When she was revealed as Sen. 
McCain’s choice at the GOP 
national convention, Michigan 
delegate Norm Shinkle comment- 
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ed: “What’s not to like about a 
woman who guts her own 
moose?” Some people like that 
side of her. Knowing Mr. Shinkle, 
I can believe he was kidding .... 
sort of. 

John McCain, in choosing 
Sarah Palin to share his ticket, 
said he wanted to shake things up. 
He sure did.

THE STAGE Sarah Palin has 
now entered is much larger, more 
complicated and more critical, 
with far vaster consequences, than 
Wasilla City Hall where she was 
mayor for six years, or the state 
capital in Juneau where she 
became governor Jess than two 
years ago. 

Wasilla, for example, is smaller 
than Holland or Sault Ste. Marie, 
and Alaska has fewer residents 
than Macomb County. The conse- 
quences of choice and decisions 
are much greater for vice presi- 
dent. 

Ms. Palin on the ticket has set a 
different tone to the entire 
McCain campaign. 

Republicans now promise big 
change in Washington as a strong 
campaign theme, even though 
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John McCain is a Washington 
insider who has been in Congress 
for the last quarter century. 

At the same time, Ms. Palin on 
the GOP ticket abandons the early 
McCain campaign manira that 
Sen, Obama’s experience is too 
scant for a true leader. . 

Washington columnist Charlie 
Cook noted a caution from “a for- 
mer Clinton strategist” that Ms. 
Palin at 44 would be the tradition- 
al heartbeat away from replacing 
“a 72-year-old, four-time cancer 
survivor president.” Commented 
Mr. Cook: “That’s pretty tough 
stuff, but in terms of exposure to 
national security, Palin does make 
Obama look like Henry 
Kissinger.” 

At this point, it seems that 
Sarah Palin is a definite plus to 
the McCain ticket. Of course, she 
could turn out to be a flash in the 
pan, but with less than 60 days to 
go to election, the pan is not very 
deep.

SEN. JOE BIDEN as Mr. 
Obama’s running mate, also is an 
interesting and somewhat contra- 
dictory choice, but without the 
mystery and the obvious glamour 
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of Gov. Palin. 

Mr. Obama’s primary campaign 
theme has been as a candidate of 
change, but how much change can 
he achieve in Washington if his 
Number Two has been part of that 
scene for 35 years? 

At age 29, Mr. Biden was elect- 
ed to the senate in 1972. He has 
twice sought the presidential 
nomination, and earlier this cam- 
paign year he, too, openly ques- 
tioned the experience of his then- 
rival candidate, Barack Obama. 

Mr. Biden now fills much of 
what his choice acknowledges as 
a void in Mr. Obama’s resume. 
Few in Washington are as broadly 
experienced as Joe Biden, includ- 
ing an impressive background in 
foreign affairs through senate 
committee assignments. 

Mr. Biden, born and raised in a 
blue collar environment in 
Pennsylvania, is expected to 
appeal to voters of similar back- 
ground. Of course, Republicans 
expect Ms. Palin, because of her 
own small town, working mom 
background, to go after the same 
rich lode of potential blue collar 


support.

To the editor: 

While I agree with all the let- 
ters complaining about the fuel 
prices here in Grayling, I am 
also a realist. All the letters and 
complaining we have done for 
almost two years has shown no 
positive changes. However, 
there is one necessity that folks 
can complain about and make a 
difference and save themselves 
some money. If you use 
propane, read on. 

I was given an annual contract 
and a “capped” price with a 
local propane company of $2.74 
a gallon. This is the same com- 
pany I have been a loyal cus- 
tomer with for ten years. One 
afternoon, when I had some 
spare time, I called three other 
local propane companies and 
was given “capped” annual con- 
tract prices (of course, after the 
first fill, which they always give 
you at a great price to get your 
business) anywhere between 
$2.59-$2.35, 

I then called the company I 
am currently with under the 
premise of being a “new” cus- 
tomer and was given a “capped” 
price under an annual contract 
of $2.39. After my shock wore 
off and after doing the math, I 
was angry ana disgusted at 
being vilked by them in return 
for my business. If I used 1000 
gallons in a year, I would spend 


$350 more in propane than their 
new customers. I certainly 
don’t have that kind of money 
to throw away. I then proceed- 
ed to call that company back 
and let them know that I had 
just called and that I was indeed 
already a customer of theirs. 

I asked why my loyalty is 
being rewarded by charging me 
an extra 35¢ a gallon. They had 
no real answer except to say 
that they would change the 
price in my contract. Well, of 
course they will ... they got 
“caught”. As far as I am con- 
cerned this is price gouging, the 
same thing that goes on at the 
pump here in Grayling. But 
with this propane situation we 
all can make a difference with 
some time, phone calls and 
effort. 

While you are on the phone 
with your propane dealer, ask 
about their “HAZMAT” fees 
too. My company’s “Master 
Agreement” stated that the fee 
was going up to $15.99. When 
I asked why they are so out of 
line with all the other dealers, | 
was told they would only be 
charging $5.99, the same as last 
year. Had J not cornered them 
about that, I bet I would have 
seen the $15.99 on my bills.

The Holy Spirit is shown to 
be a person because he has an 
intellect, emotions, and will.

Spirit,’ while 1 Thessalonians 
5:19 says, “Quench not the 
Spirit,’ showing He has emo- 


tions. 1 Corinthians 12:11 tells 
us the Holy Spirit has a will.

Riley, along with his wife 
Michelle, own and operate a 
purebred Siberian Husky kennel, 
called Dream Catcher Kennels, 
in Grayling. 

In 2007, Mackey accom- 
plished something no other 
musher had done. He obtained 
back-to-back wins in the 1,100- 
mile Iditarod Trail Sled Dog 
Race and the 1,000 mile Yukon 
Quest International Sled Dog 
Race, with only 12 days of rest 
between the two races. 

Mackey has won the last four 
1,000 mile Yukon Quest races. 
He has also won the last two 
Iditarods. He is the world's first 
and only two-time IditaQuest 
Champion, 

Mackey comes from a mush- 
ing family. His father, Dick, 
was one of the founders of the 
Iditarod Sled Dog Race, dubbed 
"The Last Great Race on Earth,” 
which was officially organized in 
1973. Dick won the race in 
1978 by one mere second, bat- 


tling Rick Swenson to the finish 


line after two grueling weeks on 


the trail. Mackey 's older broth- 
er, Rick, was the winner of the 
1983 Iditarod race. Both Dick 


and Rick won on their sixth © 


attempt, wearing bib #13. In 
2007, Lance also won on his 
sixth attempt wearing bib #13. 

For Mackey, the road to the 
winner's circle wasn't easy. He 
was diagnosed with neck cancer 
in 2001 and underwent surgery 
and radiation. 

“When it comes to a tough 
fight, winning the longest sled 
dog race in the world is no match 
for what it takes to beat cancer,” 
said Mackey, who is now cancer 
free. 

Mackey is also known for the 
exemplary care of. his dogs. 
Mackey was honored with the 
Veterinarian's Choice Award in 
2008 at the Yukon Quest. The

of 14 veterinarians, based on care 
given to the dogs throughout the

DNR plans a 
a enforcement of | 


@ baiting ban 


This season’s hunters may see 
small, low-flying aircraft moving 
more frequently over the tree- 
tops. 

That’s because conservation 
officials will be stepping up 
enforcement of a new Lower 
Peninsula ban on deer baiting, 
said Mary Dettloff, Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) 
press. secretary. The measure 
includes increasing the number 
of surveillance flights, 

“We'll have some patrols look- 
ing specifically at baiting and 
feeding issues,” said DNR con- 


servation officer Lt. Creig Grey, 


who supervises enforcement in 
Crawford and nine other coun- 
ties, “Without using bait, hunters 
are going to have to be a little bit 
more woods-wise.” 

Deer baiting, or attracting deer 
using food, was banned to pre- 
vent the potential spread of 
chronic wasting disease, a fatal 
neurological disease, after one 
case was found recently in a 
Kent County deer breeding facil- 
ity. 

The unnatural feeding sites 
increase contact among deer, 
quickening the disease’s spread, 
she said. The proteins that cause 
chronic wasting disease can live 
on bait for long periods of time, 
potentially causing infections. 

The state quarantined all pri- 
vately owned cervid facilities, 
forbidding the movement of their 
deer, elk and moose, according

“Baiting is what’s going to 
spread this disease quicker than 
anything else” in wild deer, 
Dettloff said. “People need to be 


aware that there’s going to be a- 


lot more law enforcement.” 

Officers spotting unusual 
crowds of deer from above can 
come back to the locations later 
to investigate baiting. Baiters 
could be fined $50 to $500 and 
spend up to 90 days in jail. 

Additionally, the state is 
encouraging the public to call a 
hotline (1-800-292-7800) to 
report baiting. 

“We’re going to need help 
from the public to make sure this 
is successful,” said Grey, who is 
based in Roscommon. 

But seven counties in the area 

Crawford, Alcona, Alpena, 
Montmorency, Otsego and 
Presque Isle — still are under a 


baiting ban from 1999 after pos-. 


itive cases of bovine tuberculosis 
were found. Conservation offi- 
cers will make enforcement a 
higher priority in these areas, he 
said. 

“If we stumble across a baiting 
issue that violates a baiting and 
feeding deer order, that’s going 
to take priority over other 
enforcement activities,” he said.

Motels, restaurants, gas sta- 
tions and grocery stores might 
also lose the boost in commerce 
they usually enjoy during hunt- 
ing season, said Vlene Wilson, 
executive director of the 
Grayling Visitors Bureau, 

“We will see some negative 
impacts from the new ban, in 
addition to the ban that already 
existed, which devastated the 
businesses that relied on the 
hunters coming up here,” Wilson 
said. “Any time there’s negative 
publicity about any sport, it 
tends to Scare people away from 
participating in the sport.” 

But despite its effects on local 
businesses, hunters this season 
will have to cope with the ban. 

“This is a critical part of trying 
to prevent the disease from 
spreading if it’s in the wild pop- 
ulation,” Dettloff said. 5
